A familiar sight on the State College campus is the tall, distinguished gentleman 
with the hat and pipe. Deeply interested in the growth and progress of State Col¬ 
lege is our President Burgin E. Dossett. The former State Commissioner of Edu¬ 
cation, President Dossett came to us in 1949. Our large enrollment and beautiful 
new buildings are a fitting testimonial to the man whose main interest in life is to 
further the educational advantages of students in the East Tennessee area. Even 
with the pressing problems he faces every day President Dossett always is willing 
to stop and give a hearty handshake and winning smile we all admire. 

Since he has a family of four children, President Dossett knows well the needs 
of the college student. We thank President Dossett for his unflagging interest in 
in our many problems and needs both spiritual and temporal. With his fine guidance 
we know we can contribute materially to the future of East Tennessee and America. 
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Dr. Brown is dead. By mid-morning of November 4, 1952, 
the nezvs that Dr. Dalton M. Brown, Professor of Biology and 
Head of the Department of Biology had passed azvay in the Vet¬ 
erans Administration Hospital where he had spent several months 
hoping for returning health. 

Dr. Brown zvas born on March 11, 1898, at McMinnville, Ten¬ 
nessee. He graduated from the University of Tennessee with a 
B.S. in Agriculture in 1923 and received his MS. in Education 
from that institution in 1926. Later he attended the University of 
Chicago, and the University of Michigan and received the Ph.D. 
from Duke University in 1939. 

In 1926 he came to East Tennessee State College, where he 
remained until his death. During his years at this institution he 
organized the Department of Biology and directed its growth to 
its present form zvhich includes offerings for a graduate minor in 
the field. 

Dr. Brown considered East Tennessee his home. He loved its 
mountains, its flora, and its people. He enjoyed many and varied 
hobbies. He zvas an expert photographer and had accumulated 
an excellent library of slides dealing with the flora of the Southern 
Appalachians, particularly the Rhododendron Gardens of Roan 
Mountain. In his later years he became interested in orchid cul¬ 
ture and had acquired a collection of excellent orchid plants. 

As department head, Dr. Brown stressed quality of instruction, 
friendly relationships with students, and harmony among the staff. 
As a teacher his best efforts were not always appreciated: he re¬ 
quired his students to think for themselves. He zvas devoted to 
his school, his family and his friends. 

Dr. Brown was married to Thelma Patterson. He had tzvo 
young sons, Steven and David. 

Dr. Brozvn is misssed. He is gone, but his work will live after 
him forever.

Before a crowd of 10,000, the State Bucs rallied from a 
3-0 first quarter deficit to almost completely dominate the 
entire game. The turning point came when Henderson 
blocked Long’s kick, giving the Bucs possession of the ball 
on the Emory 17 yard line. 

A pass from Crumley to Morrison fell incomplete, but on 
the next play Ford plowed his way to the Wasp 13. Lloyd 
raced to the five and Saulsbury scored to put the Bucs ahead 
6-3. Morrison’s conversion gave the Bucs a 7-3 lead. 

From this point the Bucs made a mockery of the one- 
touchdown-favored Wasps. Tackle Bryan recovered an 
Emory fumble on their own 35 to set up another score. 
Poe crashed over from the six yard line to award State a 
10 point lead. 


The Wasps opened the fourth quarter with a touchdown 
from the one-foot line to make the score 27-16.

In the final minutes of play Ford scored from the three 
yard line after State had taken possession of the ball on the 
five yard line due to Emory’s illegal receiver down the field. 
Morrison kicked the extra point, and ETSC came out of 
its first Burley Bowl appearance with a resounding victory. 



DeFillipo pounced on a second Emory fumble on the 
Wasp 33. Crumley, unable to find a receiver, raced to the 
Wasp 11, and on the next play hit Ford for the third touch¬ 
down at the opening of the third quarter. After a 65-yard 
drive, Horwatt tossed a pass to Howard in the end zone to 
cut the Bucs lead to 20-10. 

At no time did the Bucs seem to let up in the determina¬ 
tion which took hold of the State team after that blocked punt. 

Poe took the Emory kick-off and rushed from his own 
17 to the 34. Ford dashed to the Emory 29 as followers 
of the Wasps groaned audibly. Lloyd, Crumley, and Ford 
then moved to a first down on the 19. Morrison on an 
end-around got to the 15, Crumley to the 10, and on the 
next play Crumley raced to pay dirt. Morrison’s kick gave the 
Bucs a 27-10 lead which removed any hope Emory might 
have had.
